This letter is in answer to several of your recent notes, and I hope 
that I answer all of your questions. 


First of all, $90.00 is O.K. on the 1884, and therefore we would appre- 
ciate a remittance from you of $80.00, which will clear up the 1856-S 
and the 1884, as indicated in your letter of June 23rd. 


We are enclosing herewith the 1861-D $5.00 gold piece which you re- 
quested in your letter of June el. We have changed the grading on the 
coin from E.F. to V.F.+ due to an edge nick in the coin that was not 
indicated on our records. However, we are invoicing the coin to you 
at $1425.00. I cannot quite understand your offer of $1200.00, as 
this coin is obviously superior to the one that sold in the Bolt Sale 
at $1250.00. If the coin which we are sending to you were truly in 
E.F. condition, the price on it would have been $1800.00. 


May we suggest that you take a good look at it and reconsider your fig- 
ure, which we obviously cannot go along with. 


We do not have an 1876-S $5.00 gold piece in stock, and I have no idea 
at the moment who may have one. 


Thank you very much for your $20.00 gold list, and I have checked our 
inventory against it. We are well covered on the items you listed, 
so we have no particular interest in them at this time. 


We are looking forward to seeing you and Mr. Kaufman here in Chicago 
in August, and sincerely hope that we may be able to spend some time 
together. 


Have you had a chance to go over the uncirculated list which I sent you? 
I think your newest client might be very much interested in some of 
them, with a little ensouragement from you. Let me hear from you at 
your earliest convenience.
